The Department of Revenue 
has reviewed the first recapi¬ 
tulation of the Morgan County

and finds that it does not 
' meet the requirements of the 
statutes or the Court of Ap- 
j peals l'uling in Russman v. 

Luckett that all property must 
be assessed at fair cash value. 

Kentucky Revised Statute 
i 132.450 (1) provides in pai-t: 

“Each property valuation 
administrator shall assess at 
its fair cash value all pro¬ 
perty which it is his duty, 
to assess. . . . “(Emphasis) 
added) 

In its June 8 , 1965 ruling the j {.orations 
Court said, 

“. . . It is obvious the Con¬ 
stitution and the above 
statutes impose very specific 
duties upon county tax 
commissioners and the com¬ 
missioner of revenue with 
respect to the assessment of 
all property at its fair cash 
value. There is nothing dis- 
cretionary about these basic 
duties. While there may be 
optional methods of perfor¬ 
mance, it is absurd to sug¬ 
gest that the county tax 
commissioner or the com¬ 
missioner of revenue may 
comply with the law or 
ignore it in their discre¬ 
tion.” (Emphasis added) 

Previous correspondence with 
your office indicated that 
considerable wortc was need¬ 
ed if an unacceptable level 
of assessment in Morgan 
County for 1970 was to be 
avoided. The deparfment’s 
review of the first recapitu¬ 
lation does not reveal that 
substantial improvement was 
made. Therefore, under the 
provisions of KRS 131.130 (1), 

131.140 (2), and KRS 133.040 
the department has no alter¬ 
native but to advise you that

Stock Market And Confidence 


POLICE HORSES — The Wall 
Street Journal says there’s a 
growing demand for good well- 
trained horses—from big city 
police forces. It has been found 
that the cities which use mount¬ 
ed police are able to disperse 
rioters and unruly crowds much 
easier than foot police. Five 
mounted policemen can do the 
work of 50 to 90 foot police, 
according to reports from cities 
that have tried using mounted 
police officers. Crowds just 
seem to be afraid of a big horse 
coming at them, say big city 
police superintendentes. So 
watch for the price of well- 
Irained saddle horses to adavnee 
as more and more are sougt. 


If the stock market is a guage of confidence 
in America's economy, confidence right now 
seem badly shaken. The market dropped 31 
points the first two days of this week after 
an 11-point drop Friday, making a total of 
nearly 42 points in three days. And it has been 
dropping almost steadily since the first ot 
March. 

The Dow-Jones average was down to 631.16 
at the end ot trading Tuesday, a drop of 354 
points since October of 1968 when the market 
crested at 985. 

Markets tumbled 20.85 points Monday, the 
biggest decline since the Kennedy assassina¬ 
tion. And next day it dropped 10.20 points as 
17 minion shares were dumped. Average 
trading is 10 to 11 million shares). 

Corporation profits are down somewhat, 


but not that much. Seems big money lacks 
confidence in the state of affairs. It may not 
be saying a dire economic dip lies ahead. 
Whet it seems to indicate, as the limited 
dumping of stocks continues, is that big mon¬ 
ey is staying out of the market until it senses 
a firmer economic policy. 

The nation faces at least three major econ¬ 
omic problems—a rising unemployment rate, 
the worst inflation in a generation, and a sharp 
squeeze on liquid funds for business. 

And there is no clearcut sign of a workable 
policy to eure either problem being advanced 
by either the Federal Reserve or the Admin 
stration. 

How far Washington will let the economy 
flounder before taking action seems to be an>- 
body's guess. But a new policy seems needed. 


HEART PACEMAKERS 
AFFECTED — Microwave 
cooking ovens, used :ii some 
restaurants, airlines and trains, 
have been found to cause 
malfunctioning of implanted 
heart pacemakers, says the 
American Medical Associa¬ 
tion Journal.
